The LANGDON COLLECTION 


Augustus Langdon, LL.B., F.Z.S. (1812 - 4 March, 1874), Trinity College, Cambridge, and Barrister of Lincoln’s 
Inn (called to the Bar 27 January, 1835), sold Roman coins at Sotheby’s on three separate occasions, the 22/23 
March, 1850; Greek, Roman, Medals, etc., 3/8 November, 1856 (a sale originally scheduled for the 4/9 August, 
this sale also included property from Lt General Charles Richard Fox); finally Greek and Roman Coins and 
Numismatic Books were sold after his death, 18/19 March, 1875. He lived in London at 38 Norland Square, 
Bayswater. His obituary in The Law Times stated he was “an ardent numismatist, and was a fellow of several 
learned societies, though his infirmity of deafness prevented his taking part in their proceedings”. Manville and 
Robertson list the sale of Greek coins on the 2 March, 1858 as being his, but they were the property of his son, 
Augustin William Langdon (1836-1890), also of Trinity College Cambridge.

Prince Rupert, Count Palatine of Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, later Duke of Cumberland and Earl of Holderness, third son of King 
Frederick and Queen Elizabeth of Bohemia, grandson of James I, appointed General of the Horse in 1642, and gained for the 
Royalists the first victory of the War, at Worcester; fought, often distinguishing himself, at Naseby, Marston Moor, and a number 
of other actions, and having occupied Bristol surrendered the city to Fairfax in 1645. He left England following the Siege of Oxford, 
deprived of his commissions. His military and naval career flourished during the period of the Commonwealth and took him as 
far as Barbados in 1652. He returned to England after the Restoration, served in the Navy under the Duke of York, was Admiral of 
the White at Solebay, and finally, 1673-79, First Lord of the Admiralty. Of the attribution Sir George Hill (BM Guide, 1924), writes 
“the artist is not known with any certainty, but it is usually accepted as the work of Rawlins at his best’.

A Collection of the Medals of John Croker (1670-1741) 


The medals in the following 36 lots are from a private collection sold by Spink & Son in the Numismatic Circular, 
January, 1976 items 446-498, and purchased complete by the present owner. It is an exceptional set. All the 
medals are in struck in copper, with just a couple of exceptions in silver, all are virtually as struck and many of 
the copper pieces are considerably rarer than their more familiar silver counterparts. The numbering in the 
Numusmatic Circular jumps from 453 to 456 in error - there were then, and are now, no missing medals. A cross 
reference to the medal list in the Circular has been made within each description.

The flight's prinapal sponsor was Dame Fanny Houston, a notable eccentric much given to funding patriotic events, and her name was 
given to the expedition. It involved two Westland PV3 aircraft powered by supercharged Pegasus engines made by the Bristol Aeroplane 
Company. Shell provided the fuel. The first flight was on the 3" April and the pilots were Squadron Leader the Marquess of Clydesdale 
and Flight Lieutenant David McIntyre. Fellowes and Richard Ellison were the pilots on the second flight on the 19” April. 

The decision to commission medals for presentation to the members of the expedition, was taken by The Times at the last moment, 
and the time taken from concept to presentation was just two weeks. Ten medals only were struck in Sterling silver —a safeguard 
to prevent the dies from being damaged. The design of the medal is highly evocative of the art of the 1930’s.

BANKNOTES 


A group of World War II German “Bernhard” Period Forgeries 

During the Second World War the Germans employed the skilled forgers held in their concentration 
camps to produce huge numbers of counterfeit British White Banknotes in order to undermine the 
economy. These notes were introduced by paying Nazi spies and agents as well as using them to buy 
materials in neutral countries. “Operation Bernhard” was one of the many infiltrating initiatives.
